Claim Objections 

3. Claim 21 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to farther limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 12 requires "wherein the power of the electric current is 
rated so that the valve closure member performs its maximum stroke for impinging upon the 
valve seat" which is also required on claim 21, which depends from claim 12. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1 1-14 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Pat No. 6,092,781 (Hohl et al.) in view of U.S. Pat No. 6,170,506 (Butwin et al.). Hohl et al. 
disclose an electromagnetic valve comprising a valve housing (13), a valve closure member (20), 
a magnet armature (19), a magnet core (adjacent element 22 in figure 1), a valve coil (16), a 
spring (23), and wherein the power of the electric current is rated so that the valve closure 
member (20) performs its maximum stroke (col. 3, lines4-6) for impinging on the valve seat (41) 
but lacks actuation beyond proportional actuation in order to clean the valve. Butwin et al. teach 
an electromagnetic valve comprising proportional operation (54), actuation beyond proportional 
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actuation (56), wherein the power of the electric current is variably adjustable in response to the 
degree of contamination (col. 4, lines 44-50), and wherein the pulses remove sediments from the 
valve seat or valve closure member (col. 1, lines 54-57). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the electromagnetic valve 
of Hohl et al. by cleaning the valve with an actuation beyond the proportional actuation as taught 
by Butwin et al. in order to keep the valve from becoming inoperable due to sediments clogging 
the valve. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 15-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
